On June 21, Vice President Richard M. Nixon visited the Memorial. 
Superintendent Hartzog and myself, in company with Mayor Tucker and Repre- 
sentative Curtis, discussed the entire development program with Mr. Nixon 
at the “Sidewalk Superintendents’? overlook. The party, including a bus load 
of neWsmen and photographers, then proceeded to the Rotunda of the Old 
Courthouse, where about 80 members of the Association Executive Committee 
and invited guests held an informal reception for the Vice President. After 
reviewing models of the Memorial and downtown St. Louis, Mr. Nixon was 
presented by the Association with a suitably inscribed photograph of the 
Memorial, and a corsage of orchids in honor of his 20th wedding anniversary. 
Afterwards, Mr. Nixon personally greeted each of the guests and members of 
the Memorial staff. 


The Vice President was impressed with the magnitude of the project 
and the importance of the area. He is solidly behind the program, declaring 
that it is “good to remind Americans of /their/ frontier heritage.** It is 
well to remember that the Jefferson National Expansion Mémorial, established 
to provide a permanent memorial to Thomas Jefferson and other distinguished 
Americans who consummated the Louisiana Purchase and the hardy pioneers who 
made possible our Westward Expansion, is the only area of the National Park 
System to interpret all phases of the “frontier heritage’ of the trans- 
Mississippi West.

We are encouraged with the action of the House of Representatives 
which, on June 23, voted the $2,953,000 supplemental appropriation requested 
by the President to keep the Memorial construction program on schedule. If 
enacted, this additional sum, together with the earlier federal appropria- 
tion of $1,650,000 and City of St. Louis matching funds of $1,534,333, will 
make available a total program for the 1961 fiscal year of $6,137,333. This 
sum will be sufficient to keep on schedule the major features of the Memorial 
Tt is planned to complete the major features of the Memorial by February, 
1964--the 200th anniversary of the founding of St. Louis, “THE ORIGINAL 
GATEWAY TO THE WEST." 


We are, indeed, grateful to Mayor Tucker, our St. Louis Congres- 
sional delegation of Mrs. Sullivan and Messrs. Curtis and Karsten, our 
neighbor--Congressman Cannon, our Senators Hennings and Symington, 
Congressman Price of the Illinois delegation, and our other many loyal 
friends and supporters for their efforts in trying to keep this program on 
schedule.

Under the direction of Park Archeologist Zorro Bradley, excavations 
have been carried ovt at several sites along the railway relocation con- 
struction zone. Test explorations were conducted at the site of General 
William Clark*’s residerce, built in 1818, and on the site of the 1835 
American Fur Company warehouse. Although no traces of these structures were 
found, fragmentary foundations were located of the stone bake house built in 
1802 by Joseph Robidoux, III, and of the Glasgow-Howard building, erected 
about 1840 on the wharf. As construction is accelerated, the archeological 
program will be expanded in an effort to locate and preserve historic remains

Director Conrad Wirth of the National Park Service has invited Mayor Tucker 
to meet with him and Architect Eero Saarinen in Detroit early in September 
to review plans for the next phases of construction. 


In the regular and supplemental 1961 appropriations Congress has provided 
$4,603,000 which, with City funds of $1,53h,333, make available $6,137,333 
to keep the program on schedule. 


Before the end of the year the National Park Service expects to award ad- 
ditional contracts for levee development adjacent to the Memorial, exca- 
vation for the Arch and Underground Visitor Center and sub-footings for 
the Arch, and landscaping. 


Director Wirth is planning to be in St. Louis early in October to inspect 
progress of the project.

Iwo intensive historical research reports were completed by Research 
Historian Don Rickey during July and early August. "The Old St. Louis 
Riverfront, 1763-1960," provides a historical focus on the relationship 
of the wharf and levee strip east of the present Park boundary, to the 
establishment and development of St. Louis as gateway of American ex- 
pansion into the trans-Mississippi West. "The British-Indian Attack on 
St. Louis, May 26, 1780,'t is a detailed study to enable Park Service 
museum planners to prepare exhibits as part of the projected "St, Louis 
and the West" museum planned for installation in the Old Courthouse. 


An extensive research program has been conducted for the purpose of museum 
planning. Prospectuses have been completed for the three museums which 
will be established in the Memorial: the museum of Westward Expansion 

in the visitor center; the railroad history museum in the north overlook 
building; and the river history museum in the south overlook building. 


ARCHEOLOGICAL EXCAVATIONS «os ew alee ecw. ae 


Park Archeologist Zorro Bradley continued excavations on the site of the 
Glasgow-Howard building erected on the wharf about 180. It was interesting 
to note that the fill along the base of the foundations consisted primarily 
of burned rubble that undoubtedly dates from the great fire of 1849. This 
fire started on the steamer White Cloud which was tied up nearby, spread to 
the waterfront and burned out about thirteen city blocks. 


One artifact of particular interest was turned up in excavations near Poplar 
Street. This was a clay trade pipe of the type in considerable demand for 
the Indian trade between 1799-1830. The pipe has a trade mark consisting of 
the initials "T.D."" with 13 stars.

MEMORANDUM OF MEETING HELD JANUARY 10, 1963

1. The Eric P, Newman Numismatic Education Society offers to 
loan a sizeable part of its collection to the Memorial 
for such period of time as the Memorial needs it for dis- 
play purposes.

JEFFERSON NATIONAL EXPANSION MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 


The 1962 Annual Meeting of the Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial Association was held on June 13. Retiring President 
Morton D. May presented a comprehensive and encouraging re- 
port on the exciting developments of the preceding year, 
during which work on the Railroad Relocation and Levee Rede- 
velopment projects wag greatly advanced, and the project's 
key contracts were executed for the Gateway Arch and trans- 
portation system, and the shell of the Memorial Visitor 
Center. 


It was my great honor and privilege to be elected your 
president at that meeting, and I assure you sharing with 
the other officers and members of this organization our 
mutual objectives and activities has been most satisfying 
and rewarding. 


One of the highlights of the current year for our Association 
was the visit on January 28 of National Park Service Director 
Conrad L. Wirth, Assistant Director A. Clark Stratton, and 
Regional Director Howard W. Baker, along with top officials 
of the National Park Service Design and Construction Offices, 
and Mr. John Dinkeloo, Partner, Eero Saarinen and Associates. 
On this occasion, the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial 
Association Executive Committee was host at a luncheon for 
these visitors, where we were also honored by the presence 

of Mayor Raymond R. Tucker. 


Director Wirth spoke to us with enthusiasm for the progress 
of Memorial development, and commended the fine spirit and 
achievements of the Association in helping make this great 
dream come true. Mr. Wirth was optimistic the Gateway Arch 
and Visitor Center work now under way would be compieted on 
schedule, to contribute to the forthcoming St. Louis 
Bicentennial Celebration. 


Another pleasant occasion was the visit to St. Louis on 
April 19 of one of our most distinguished Trustees, 

Mr. Horace M. Albright, retired President of U.S. Potash 
Company, who was recently acclaimed by FORTUNE magazine as 


"Dean of American Conservationists." After serving as Counsel 
and principal Assistant to the late Stephen T. Mather, first 
Director of the National Park Service, from the establishment 
of the Service in 1916, Mr. Albright became Director of the 
National Park Service from 1929 to 1933. During this period, 
he was associated with the group of St. Louisans who conceived 
the project, in the initial efforts to establish the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial. Several members of our Executive 
Committee who participated in the early stages of this project 
enjoyed a delightful luncheon visit with Mr. Albright. His 
interest in the Memorial continues unabated, and he expressed 
much gratification with the progress being made. 


On July 31, 1962, Superintendent George B. Hartzog, Jr., of 
the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial left his post with 
“he National Park Service to accept the position of Executive 
Director of Downtown St. Louis, Inc. Mr. Hartzog had served 
at the Memorial through three critical years, overcoming many 
obstacles, solving numerous complicated problems and getting 
the actual development of the Memorial under way. He gave 
vigorous service to successful negotiation of the largest, and 
probably the most complex construction contract in the history 
of the National Park Service. Mr. Hartzog was honored for his 
splendid work for the Memorial, and for his many contributions 
to the community when on July 6, 1962, he was presented the 
coveted "Long Strides Award" of the St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce by Chamber President Aloys P. Kaufmann, Another 
recognition reflecting creditably upon the JNEM program came 
when Secretary of the Interior Stewart L, Udall personally 
presented Mr. Hartzog with the United States Department of 

the Interior Distinguished Service Award at a convocation in 
Washington on December 12. We of the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial Association were gratified to learn in 
January that Mr. Hartzog had been appointed Associate Director 
of the National Park Service, a position he assumed on 
February 18, 1963. This assures the continued aggressive 
interest at the top level of the National Park Service in the 
prosecution of the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial pro- 
ject to its full fruition. 


In early July, Director Wirth announced the selection of 

Mr. H. Raymond Gregg, then Superintendent of Hot Springs 
National Park, Arkansas, as Superintendent of Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial to succeed Mr. Hartzog. Mr. Gregg 
entered his new duties in St. Louis on August 27. It was the 
pleasure of the Executive Committee of the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial Association to act as host at a luncheon 

on October 17 at which Mr. Gregg was welcomed to his new 
assignment, and was pledged the support of our Association 

in carrying forward the development and growth of the Memorial. 
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We were pleased to have Mr. Gregg as our speaker for the annual 
observance of the Birthday of Thomas Jefferson, which was 
celebrated on April 15 this year, to avoid conflict with Easter 
observances. Copies of Mr. Gregg's address were distributed 

to all Association members. 


An innovation in connection with the April 15 meeting was a 
conducted tour of the construction activities on the Memorial, 
in which some 30 persons participated. The success and value 
of this event leads me to recommend for your consideration 

that our Association cooperate with the National Park Service 
in arranging future inspection tours through which our members 
and the general public may have an opportunity to visit the 
construction site at times when activities of greatest interest 
are under way, 


We were also honored this year to have William Clark Adreon, Jr., 
great, great, great grandson of General William Clark, present 
at our Jefferson Birthday program, to assist Hon. Bernard F. 
Dickmann in placing a memorial wreath at the Jefferson statue. 


Our past President, and current Chairman of the Board of JNEMA, 
William W. Crowdus, and Mrs, Minnette Forthmann, of our 
Executive Committee, joined in an informal ceremony on April 9, 
pouring a token quantity of water from the Columbia River 

near the site of journey's end of the Lewis and Clark Expedi- 
tion, into the first concrete to go into the base section of 
the south limb of the Gateway Arch. This significant step in 
construction was thus given an added symbolic emphasis through 
a perpetual physical bond between this great eastern gateway, 
and the ultimate reach of the Westward Expansion of our Nation, 
which was set in motion by President Jefferson's acquisition 
of the Louisiana Territory. I only regret that necessary 
absence from the City prevented me joining Mr. Crowdus and 

Mrs. Forthmann on this auspicious occasion. 


If you visited the construction area this afternoon you would 
see the essentially completed shell of the Visitor Center, 

and the redeveloped levee which is almost ready to be turned 
over to the City as a completed job. The North Overlook struc- 
ture is already in limited public use, and within a few weeks, 
work will be completed on the South Overlook, These features 
will afford the visitor commanding views of the River. Later, 
the National Park Service will install markers and exhibits 

at these points, interpreting the roles of railway and river 
commerce, respectively, in the Westward Expansion of the United 
States. Final acceptance of the completed railroad relocation 
job was made by the National Park Service on March 29. Cur- 
rent contract work on the Gateway Arch foundations, including 
Subterranean loading areas for the transportation system, is 
essentially completed. Two of the 12-foot stainless steel

sections of both legs of the Arch were in place on their 
foundations when a City-wide strike halted work on May l. 
With this delay now behind us, the contractors are gearing 
up to their planned schedule of placing an additional sec-~- 
tion each 4 or 5 days. Barring further interruptions, by 
the end of December, we are promised that the legs of the 
Arch will stand at some 300 feet, almost half the 630-foot 
height when completed. 


Later in the program today, members of the Memorial staff will 
describe progress on the exhibit design and specimen acquisi- 
tion programs for the Museum of Westward Expansion which is 
to be featured in the underground Visitor Center beneath the 
Gateway Arch, Another gratifying tangible advance in the 
Museum program was the awarding in January and February of 
sive contracts, three of them to eminent St. Louis artists, 
for some of the more critical and time-consuming art ele- 
ments for the Interim Museum gallery which the National Park 
Service hopes to have ready for installation during the 
1964-65 St. Louis Bicentennial celebration. 


In July, 1962, the National Park Service executed a contract 
with Charles Guggenheim and Associates to produce an epic 
documentary film on the West, for use in the theatres in the 
new Visitor Center when it is completed. Laclede Gas Com- 
pany deserves great credit for a generous contribution of 
$25,000 toward the cost of this film. Chief Historian Frank 
Sarles of the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial will 
return shortly from an extended Western trip with Mr. Richard 
Heffron, who will prepare the shooting script and supervise 
the cinematography for Guggenheim. The sites and subject 
matter for the film are being selected during this trip. 
Production will get under way this summer, with delivery 
scheduled a year later. When the film is complete, Laclede 
will arrange a premiere TV special release, after which it 
will be used on an interim basis by the National Park 
Service in public interpretive programs, pending completion 
of the Visitor Center theatres. 


The newly redecorated room in which we meet today is one 
phase of further rehabilitation of the 01d Courthouse. This 
room now provides a meeting place on the first floor of the 
building, contributing to the convenience and comfort of 
our Association and other organizations which from time to 
time meet in the Old Courthouse. The Park Historians are 
developing illustrated interpretive lectures on the Westward 
Expansion theme, which will be presented for the public on 
regular schedules in this room. Also, a special evening 
lecture series probably will be initiated next winter. This 
lecture room also will make possible better orientation for 
the thousands of school children who come as class groups to 
visit the Old Courthouse. 


The Historians and Museum staff are currently collaborating 
with Mr. Eric Newman of our Executive Committee, on plans 

for a unique museum story devoted to the reciprocal influence 
of the American monetary system and the Westward growth of 
our Nation following the Louisiana Purchase. The northwest 
gallery on this floor of the Old Courthouse will be made 
available for this unusual display. Liberal selections from 
Mr. Newman's remarkable Numismatic collection will be used 

to illustrate this fascinating fiscal story. His generous 
contribution to this project is a source of great satisfaction 
to all of us who have been associated with Mr. Newman in the 
work of our organization. 


Reorganization of office space in the Old Courthouse also 
will create space which will make possible traveling exhibits 
cf both early and recent art works related to the Expansion 
theme, and the scenic and human resources of the West. It 

is expected the first of these shows can be arranged later 
this year. Wide publicity will be given when exhibits are 
scheduled, and I trust the members of JNEMA will make special 
effort to attend them. 


Jefferson National Expansion Historical Association, which was 
formed in January, 1961, under the auspices of JNEMA, continues 
to grow in its services to the Memorial visitors. It is pro- 
viding an ever larzer quantity of sales literature and illus- 
trative material, which importantly supplements the brief 

free informational folder provided by the National Park Service. 
The financial position of the Historical Association will soon 
permit it to pay off a loan of initial Operating capital from 
JNEMA, and already a number of minor contributions of materials 
and services have been made by the Association to supplement 
the regular interpretive program of the Memorial, That 
Association also is working, with the cooperation of Eero 
Saarinen and Associates, to produce a Memorial medallion for 
issue during the Bicentennial celebration, 


The contributions of Chairman of the Board Bernard Dickmann 
and President Donald Fraser, and the active and faithful 
Directors who are giving of their time to guide the work of 
the Historical Association, deserve the recognition and grati- 
tude of all of us in the JNEMA. 


In closing, I should like to express in behalf of JNEMA our 
appreciation of the generous and enthusiastic interest the 
St. Louis newspapers, television, and radio stations have 
shown in events and developments relating to the Memorial. 
The recognition and publicity given to this important program 
have been remarkable, heightening public interest to unpre- 
cedented level. 


This effective promotional support is being reflected in a 
phenomenal increase in public visitation to the Old Court- 
house and the construction overlook platform, On April 8, 
the 50,000th visitor was recorded, as compared with a late 
August date ih 1962 befote visitation reached that mark. 

By the first of June, 99,153 visits had been recorded, 
despite the lag of construction due to the strike during most 
of the month of Mey. The Menbrial staff is now confident 
total visitation for 1963 will exceed 200,000. This trend 
strongly supports earlier forecasts that when the Memorial 
features are fully developed, we may expect 3 million 
visitors annually, As an immediate step to better serve the 
public, the National Park Service has added two seasonal 
guides to its summer staff. 


All of us in JNEMA can take pride in this growing public 


acceptance and enthusiasm for the Memorial to which we have 
dedicated our labors and our interest,
